Tf they do not return, want and beggary are 
to be their portions; if they do return, death 
is their destiny. If they attach themselves 
to the agents nf the Czar, they are doomed 
by the national goyernment. If they favor 
or seem to favor the inaDrgepta, the at, tba 
gil>bet, or the knoat awaits tbam. It ia trea- 
son to be neutral, and the penalty of treason 
ia death. The prisoca are crowded with vic- 
tims, although daily fusillado thin their 
numbers. 

Every mnrningnnhappv m-'ii sre led forth 
to execution guilty or not guilty. E.Kam- 
plos of terror are needed, and perhaps the 
more innocent the victim is the more likely 
are others to be terrified. So at least, tbipks 
the Czar, who lashes Poland into insurrec- 
tion by a whip of scorpions. If onn-balf 
Ibe narratives of barbarona cruelty inflioled 
on the Polish people by the Czar's officers 
be true, then there are demons in homan 
shape let loose to appal tSe world. 

What is lo be done? England will not go 
to war for the sake of Poland; France to busv 
in Mexiran politics, and will, perhaps, need 
her stirpln-" lorce fora war against the United 
S'ates; Austria will not take the initiative 
in action against Uuss'a. The three Powers 
have agreed to wait for evetits; that is, for 
the depopulation of Poland and the utter ruin , 
of a land bordering on civilized nations. — [ 
They will . wait for events; that ia, for the j 
sack of Warsaw. The impotence of the na- ' 
liona is mocked by the Emperor, whoae 
tender mercies are cruel. 

But the three Powers will write, another 
letter. Tiie letters previously transmitted to 
I the Court of St Peter.iburg have, we supp;)se, 
so greatly ameliorated the sufTerings of the 
P4)leF, that another effort at composition 
should be made. The Czar, however, cut 
short the correspondence. He intimated that 
be desired no more letters. He does not 
understand words without deeds, and bede- 
spiaea those who show ibair teeth bat never 
close them. The next letter is not to be 
addressed to the Czar. The diplomatic 
agents of the three allied powers will be in- 
formed of a fact which all Europe ki:owa al- 
readv. In sublime strnins they will he taught 
that the treaties of 18 15 are no longer bin il ing. 

The meaning of such an announcement is 
this: The Czar holds, Poland on oerfain con- 
ditions secared by the treaty of 18I9>. These 
conditions he has violated, and tbeMfore be 
has no right to Poland under the treaty. — 
How the Czar will mock such an impotent 
conclusion! He recently informed the Em- 
peror of the French that be held Poland by 
ri"ht of conquest. He won it, he said, in 
1812 from the Great Napoleon. Hedelivered 
Emupe Irom the usurper, and seized Poland 
by tiie Hwcnl and by the lance What cares 
he for the treaties of 1815? Cossacks are 
better than torn parchments. He does, by 
right of conquest, kill, burn, outrage and 
deatroy^ and will persist in doing sa. It is 
vain to exhibit to the Czar a few shreds of a 
lorn treaty, and to tell him that they are 
worthless. He ia the strong man armed in 
pn88ei>sion and he defiei the Western Powers, 
while he tramples upon all that men respect 
or ver.erate. A passing cloud would affoct 
the Czar more tbau the reading of an,obso- 
leie treaty. 

Russia knows no law but that of brute 
force. He who would restrain her must best ; 
her bv sea or land. Strength with ber sup- 
plies the place of justice, and terror is her 
cnly persujision. Diplomatic correspondence 
with each a power is worse than useless. — 
To proTe to his own hordes how thoroughly 
he condemns tho Allies, he redoubles bis 
cruelties to the Poles after the teceipt of a 
dispatch What should be done is clear; tho 
Asiatic should be driven from Europe But 
who IS to do it? Englaud hesitates, Amtria 
wavers, France wait^; and meanwhile the 
Cossacks spread wreck and ruin, and outrage 
all that men revere and worn in guards. 

We had better stop our ears and close our 
eyes to the srunls and sights of misery. — 
From Poland come only mourning;, lamenta- 
tion, and wee. There is no deliverer, and 
the oppressors despises those who talk but 
will not act. The partition of Poland is 
braoJeJ as the shame of Btiropo. Whet 
name shall posterity give to thia abandbo- 
meiit of n hapless peopU to th« barbariqr of 
a Di.;dmao?

turns. Delects in both climate and soil 
render the yield less and tba. quality poorer 
than that grown in' America. Not veiy 
much ia known yet of cotton prospsKcts ip 
Africa, but enough to diaperall aangoioe ex- 
pectaii)ns that permanent relief may be ex- 
pected from that quarter. The native negro 
evinces no aptitude for its cultivation, s-nd 
prefers to deal in palm oil, which yields 
readier returns with much less effort. The 
prospect seems brighter iu E^ypt, for the 
country is unsurpassed iu fertility, and its 
capacity seems to be limited only by the 
facilities for irrigation and the amount of 
labor at command. But the enterprise of 
the people austainedbj tbe.ir present Viceroy 
will do much toovereome these obstacles, 
and large numbers of American ploughs and 
cotton-gins have been sent to the land of the 
Pb.iraohs.

The Biebmond DiapatA, of the 2l8t, con. 
tains a correspondence between the butchrrri 
of Richmond and Chief Commissnry of Vir-

A anpply atora ii alao 
propoaed in Biebmond, where food is to be 
deposited and aold to tbe needy at moderate 
rates, and several capitalists have signified 
their willingness to advance large sums 
money to start the enterprise.

I am informed tbat the fast naail from 
Europe has brought not (ui^.thst: offlqial, 
but also the moral assoranejl ^ ih i ed 'upon in- 
contioverUble evidence, tli«| tl||^ Fte»c h 
Government will continue-^ -plftseiTe a- 
complete neutrality in American affairs. 
This confirms tho statements I have sent 
you at various times concerning the recog- 
nition of the Southern Confederacy by 
France: I asserted if you remember, that 
this recognition was subordinate to the 
pow 9 e l 4be>8— th to maintain its ground, 
to preserve its territorial possessions, and 
to oppose an effective cbeck to the Union 
armies. 

This conclusion not having been fulfilled 
— the South on the contrary, lost consider, 
able within the last six months', both in a 
material and moral point of view — the Gov. 
ernment of the Emperor has continued to 
maintain its previous attituilo. watching 
tbe cour»e of events and adapting its con- 
duct to circumstances. This haa been tbe 
policy of the French maiia the beginning of 
the war. Thus, when the oeivs of the in- 
▼ssion of Pennsylvanie by General Lee 
reached France, Cabinet counsels were h^d 
in order to consider the rew elements 
which this invasion, if successful, would 
produce in the relations of France with this 
country But ncf sooner was the defeat at 
Gettysburg known than the Prenob Gov- 
ernment relapsed into its pasaive attitude, 
and left events follow their own coarse, 
wilhoot coming to spy conclusion. 

'NotwithstarKiing Ibe firiji ' Ifttentions of 
the Fire'nch Government to adhere strictly 
to its pledge of nentrality, so long as the 
gouth fails to vindicate its right to recogni- 
tion, there are certain reasons whicli, I am 
informed, mav possibly change its disposi- 
tion, and induce it tocbange its attitude;as a 
raeasnre of self preservation and prudence. 
Among these canaes I may name the aggres- 
sive and unjustifiable language of some 
American papers toward tbe Empire— their 
unfortnoate efforts to alienate, without 
cause, tbe people of this country from 
Friince and to sow in the hearta oftbe peo- 
ple the .secili) of a resentment which may at 
some future time grow into open hostilities. 

Another cju-^e which may lead tho 
French Government to lend assistance to 
the South is the hostile and significant in- 
terpretation given to the presence of the 
Russian lleet in American harbors. If 
these obstacles to international good-feel- ; 
ing be removed there is no probability ol | 
the recognition of the Southern Oonfeder- i 
acy by France until the ability of the Con- i 
federacy to maintain itself baa-been fnlly 
demonstrated . I 

By ir.telligence r^cived from Trieste it 
now appears that the E:n peror of tlie French 
hfid ctMifidently suggested to Prince Maxi- 
millian the idea of denianiiing of the Mex- 
ican Legation the univer.-al consent of the 
Mexican people as the condition of his ac- 
eeptanee; and that his speech was commu- 
nicated to that Monarch and to bis Imperi- 
al brother Francis II, before ^e delivered ! 
it. It would seem that these conditions j 
were merely conventional, and did not im- 
ply on tho part of the Prince any intention 
of rej<»cting tbe proffered crow n. This was 
perfectly understood not ov.]y by tbe 
crowned beads of Europe, wiio were in- 
formed of Prince Maximillian's designs. but 
also by the people of Trieste, where the 
Prince resides. This was so evident that 
after the arrival of the Mexican delegation 
a rich banker of that city, baving invited 
all the prinoipal citizena to a i>anqnet, 
with most of the Mexican delegates, the 
first toast of the evenii):; was given in honor 
of tlio Emperor and Empress of Mexico. 
The acceptance of Maxiiuilliun was a fact 
settled long ago, as I have several times 
a.-;snr'_'d j'ou, and which only awaited cer- 
tain formalities to be proclaimed to the 
whole world.

Recei^tlou of the Mexican Minister. 

Senor Don Matiiiii Bomero was to-day 
presented to the President by the Secretary 
of Stare as Envoy Extraordinary and Min- 
ister JSlenipofamtisry of - tbe Mj^xican Be- 
ptibH^' 9irmfliveriog his dradcntiala he 
made tbe remaAs of which tba foUowidg 
is a translation: 

"I have tho honor to place in your Excel- 
lency's bands tbe letters of tbe Cooatitntiooal 
President of tbe United Mexican States, 
which accredit mo as Envoy Extraordinary 
and -Minister Plenipotentiary of Mexico 
near your Excellency's Government. Two 
neighboring, friendly Governments, which 
divide between them thp richest portion of 
thTs continent, and which are ruled by 
identical institutions, can bo leas have 
identical interests, which will be augment- 
ed and strengthened in a great degree by 
draw'.ng more closely together tiie friendly 
relations which happily exist between them, 
and by developing the commercial inter- 
eats through which both in the result will 
be mutually benefited' The Government 
and people of Mexico profess the greatest 
friendship and consideration for the Gov- 
ernment and„p6ople . of tbe United States 
of America, and fervently desire the pros- 
perity, aggrandizement and welfare of 
lbs country. Oo me lias fallen tbe honor 
to come here and express these sentiments 
of goodwill, and in the discharge of my 
official duties, my greatest efforts will be 
directed te the aceomptisbment of tbe de- 
sir^a ..9( my Goyernoipqt, which are also 
mine, to maintain' and iitreogAen the bonds 
of friendsbid which connect Mexico with 
the United States, ahd' promote the de- 
volopement of the commercial interests, 
which will mere closely draw together tba 
ties by which the two nations aro united. 
I do not doubt that, in the discbarge of the 
nussion wbich bas been confided to me, I 
shall meet with the co-operation of tba 
Government of yonr Excellency; and it 
will be very satisfactory to me to aacceed 
in deserving your approbation." 

To which the Preaidant replied as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. RoUBBo: You have hitherto resided 
with us, and for a considerrbis period have 
been the chief diplomatic representative of 
your country at this capital. You know 
how sincerely and bow proudly during 
that resistance tbe United States desired 
iCat Mexico might always enjoy the blea- 
ainga of domestic and foreign peace with 
perfect security, prosperity, independence 
and freedoni. You know also thnj, diiHng 
the previuuj resideuce to which I have re- 
ferred, you enjoyed the respect and esteem 
of this Government and the good will of 
the people of the United States. I have 
the pleasure of assuring you tbat in all 
things, as well agecting your country as 
yourself personally, tbeae feelings remain 
unchanged. Thanking yon for tba liberal 
aentiments von have expressed for the 
United States, and congratulating you up- 
on the renewed confidence which yoor 
Govcrnmont has reposed in you, it is with 
unatT'-cted pleasuto tkwt I bid yoa welcome 
to Washin;iion.
